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INTERIM BUDGET APPROVED 


At a special six hour meeting last Friday, 
March 24, the Board of Governors approved 
an interim budget for 1972-73. 

Financial cuts throughout the University 
average 3.25 per cent of the 1971-72 budget for 
faculties and schools, and 13.06 per cent for all 
other areas, including the library. JOHN kf. 
BRADLEY, Chairman of the Board, said that the 
Board was primarily interested in maintaining 
the University’s teaching function, so for every 
one per cent budgetary cut in faculties and 
schools, 4 per cent was cut in service 
departments. 

Maintaining the present level of service, 
expenditures for this University in 1972-73 
would be $6,086,000 over revenue. This figure 
includes about $1, 100,000 in fixed increases, 
about $900,000 for the maintenance of new 
buildings, the added new expenditure for 
unemployment insurance, and a large unfixed 
sum in the range of $3,000,000 depending upon 
salary negotiations. 

Budget reductions requested by the Board 
will amount to only $4,400,000. The rest must 
be made up from reserves. A final budget 
cannot be struck until salary negotiations are 
completed and the size or reserves known, 
probably in May. 


MARY ALICE SCOTT 
1938 - 1972 


Mary Alice Scott, Periodicals Reading Room 
Librarian, died as a result of a traffic accident 
Friday, March 24, at the age of 33. 

Miss Scott joined the library staff in 1969 
as a cataloguer in the Periodicals Department 
and became Periodicals Reading Room 
Librarian the following year. 

Following her elementary and secondary 
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education at Kinistino, Saskatchewan, Miss 
Scott attended the University of Saskatchewan, 
where she received an Honors BA in English 
literature in 1960. From 1961 to 1964 she 
served as a missionary teacher in Kofu, Japan 
at the Yamanashi Eiwa Gakuin. 

Upon her return to Canada she worked in the 
Murray Memorial Library at the University of 
Saskatoon. She obtained her bachelor’s degree 
in Library Science at the University of Toronto 
in 1966 and was a special student in the School 
of Library Science here last year. 


CONSTRUCTION REPORT 


The March 15 Progress Report of the 
Campus Development Office lists eight 
University buildings under construction. 
Tenders will soon be called for a major addition 
to the married students’ housing development 
Michener Park. Agriculture I], Household 
Economics II, a Business Administration and 
Commerce building, and a food services 
building for a site adjacent to the Henry 
Marshall Tory Building and Students’ Union 
Housing all are in planning stages. 

The top five storeys of the Basic Medical 
Sciences Building, not including the exterior, 
have been accepted as substantially complete. 
The remainder of the building should be 
finished by April 15. Original contract 
completion date for Basic Medical Sciences 
was last September. 

The Humanities Centre, east of the Henry 
Marshall Tory Building on Saskatchewan Drive, 
is 60 per cent complete. Only small portions of 
the concrete structure remain to be finished, 
and 80 per cent of the precast has been installed 
on the main building. The Humanities Centre 
is scheduled for completion this summer. 

Progress is slow on Chemistry II, and the 
project is eleven weeks behind its revised 
schedule for December, 1972. The building is 
36 per cent complete. 

Education II, 5 per cent complete, is still on 
schedule, and progress has been good in spite 
of a cold winter. 

The Mechanical Engineering Building is 80 
per cent complete. Copper roofing is now being 
installed. 

Concrete pouring for both Rutherford 
Library II and the Fine Arts Building was 
delayed by the cold weather but has been 
Started again. The buildings are 38 and 50 per 
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cent complete respectively. Both are 
scheduled for completion in September but are 
nine to ten weeks behind. 

The completion schedule for the Students’ 
Union Housing project has been extended to 
January, 1973. Concrete work for the first 
section is 90 per cent complete and has started 
on the second section. Roofing will begin as 
soon as the weather permits. 


REPORT ON AUDIOVISUAL CENTRE 
FOR HEALTH MANPOWER 
RELEASED 


Throughout the last five years production of 
audiovisual material has surged. Accordingly 
more and more Canadian instructors in the 
health sciences are seeking information about 
audiovisuals, often in an erratic, sometimes 
almost frantic way, and usually with some 
degree of frustration. The staff in health 
sciences centres, libraries, and audiovisual 
departments admit they cannot readily 
provide the information requested. 

The desire to improve the education of all 
health manpower led an ad hoc committee with 
representation from the Association of 
Canadian Medical Colleges, the National 
Medical Association, and the Department of 
National Health and Welfare to recommend a 
feasibility study of a proposed National Centre 
for Audiovisual Aids. 

This feasibility study was carried out by 
R. D. LAURENSON, Director of Health Sciences 
Audiovisual Education at this University, and 
his report has just been released by the 
Department of National Health and Welfare 
under the title, A study into the feasibility 
of establishing a national audiovisual centre to 
assist in the education of all health manpower. 

Dr. Laurenson’s main recommendation is 
that a “national centre” in terms of space 
for production is unnecessary, as the total 
health sciences audiovisual resources 
throughout Canada are impressive and better 
use of these present resources could be made 
by co-operating in the production of materials 
and by circulating what has already been 
produced. Space may be required for an 
audiovisual acquisition, maintenance, and 
distribution service. 

However, he does recommend that a health 
sciences audiovisual librarian be appointed in 


the National Science Library Health Sciences 
Resource Centre so that a national index can be 
prepared, not only to improve the circulation 
of available audiovisual materials, but also to 
determine needs. There should be close 
co-operation with those responsible for the 
future plans for the National Science Film 
Library located in the Canadian Film Institute, 
and with America’s National Library of 
Medicine. 

Dr. Laurenson says that audiovisual aids 
can improve and shorten the training of all 
health manpower, but the curriculum needs 
to be reformed first. To promote curriculum 
reform, a Division of Educational Resources 
is essential in each regional Health Sciences 
Centre, and to co-ordinate the development 
of the divisions, a national Health Sciences 
Educational Resources Council should be 
formed. 

A final recommendation is that Workshops 
in Communication should be held twice 
annually for five years, each to be attended 
by three personnel from each Health Sciences 
Centre.

™ J. R. ROYCE, Director of the Center for 
Advanced Study in Theoretical Psychology, 
made a presentation at the second annual 
meeting of the Behavior Genetics Association 
in Boulder, Colorado. 

™ PETER VINSON, Sessional Lecturer in 
Classics, is co-director of an excavation being 
carried out near Gravina di Puglia in southern 
Italy. The dig is of particular interest because 
the buried neolithic site was pinpointed by the 
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use of a magnetometer. This instrument has 
been developed by the Museum Applied Science 
Center for Archaeology at the University of 
Pennsylvania from an industrial device similar 
to that used by airlines to detect metal objects 
on passengers.

ALEXANDER VON HUMBOLDT-STIFTUNG 
FELLOWSHIPS 

The Alexander von Humboldt Foundation 
provides opportunities for young, highly- 
qualified scholars to carry out research 
projects of their choice in the Federal Republic 
of Germany. Approximately 400 fellowships 
are offered each year on a worldwide 
competitive basis. Applications may be 
entered from scholars of all nationalities and 
all academic disciplines. Fellowships are only 
awarded for specific research projects, not 
for training purposes, short-term informatory 
trips, or study tours. 

The value of the fellowships depends on the 
qualification attained, but research fellowships 
offer DM 1,200 net monthly and the lecturer’s 
fellowships DM 1,600 net monthly. Other 
expenses covered are travel expenses if 
bookings are made through the Foundation; 
family allowances for family members who 
accompany the recipient for at least three 
months at a rate of DM200 net monthly for 
the marital partner and DM S50 net monthly 
for each child; and grants for language courses 
of 2 to 4 months at a Goethe Institute in 
Germany prior to the actual period of 
research. 

Fellowships for 6 to 12 months can be 
applied for, and extensions up to a total period 
of 24 months can be granted on application. 
Part of this time, up to 4 months, may be 
spent at a research institute in any European 


country if the research work requires it. 
Applications can be made by foreign born, 
that is non-German, scholars who have 
completed their academic training and have 
passed an examination comparable to the 
German doctorate. Medical doctors should have 
finished the required medical training. 
Applicants should be able to furnish proof of 
experience in independent teaching or research 
at a university or a research institute, furnish 
scholastic or scientific publications on the 
results of their work; and have good knowledge 
of the German language (a good working 
knowledge is sufficient for natural scientists). 
They should not be older than 38. 
Applications can be submitted at any time 
direct or through diplomatic or consular 
missions of the Federal Republic of 
Germany and branches of the German 
Academic Exchange Service (Deutscher 
Akademischer Austauschdienst). Further 
information and application forms can be 
obtained from the Foundation or from the 
said offices.
